On Vine 


A “natu ral windmill,” fou nd in 
the woods by Firem an Bert Mc- 
Ilwain ov er three m onths ago, 
will still operate when taken ou t 
in the breeze. 
The windmill consists of a 
small grapev ine, branch whose 
tendril has imprisoned an elm 
leaf. The grapev ine feeler grew 
arou nd the leaf stem and con­ 
tinu ed to hold it after frost had 
nipped the leaf from its parent 
branch. 
The tiny knob a t the end keeps 
the stem imprisoned in the tiny 
circu lar tendril, and the elm leaf 
is a prisoner of the grapev ine. 
W ith the stem forming a shaft 
and the leaf itself a propellor, 
the resu lt has been a windmill 
formed by natu re. 
Firem an Mcllwain noticed the 
leaf whirling in windmill fash­ 
ion as he was walking throu gh 
the woods on the Roy Sau nders 
farm, sou thwest of Milroy , early 
in Janu ary . 
He remov ed a part of 
the 
grapev ine and carried it home 
When this form ation is taken ou t 
in the air, the wind will cau se 
the imprisoned leaf to tu rn like 
a propellor.

Dr. Waitzfelder, 46 , a gradu ate 
of the Univ ersity of 
Mu nich, 
was arraigned y esterday on 15 
misdemeanor cou nts of prescrib­ 
ing narcotics w ithou t notify ing 
state au thorities.

Both B ritain and France, this 
inform ant said, hav e the pro­ 
posal u nder seriou s considera­ 
tion. 
No official indication was giv ­ 
en of the Anglo-French reply , bu t 
Britain, 
althou gh 
fav oring

less binding agreem ent, was be­ 
liev ed to be ready to accept su ch 
a m ilitary alliance rather than 
lose Ru ssia’s su pport. 
Inform ed sou rces said B ritain 
had ex pected a mu ch more v agu e
